ing in any mechanical trade or manual 
labor, for wages or Hilary, returning 
irom tinio to time to a foreign country. 


Sections. Thatitehali he unlawful 


for any person, partnership, compacy 
or corporation knowingly to employ any 
alien comics into the United Stated in 
violation of tho nest preceding lectiou 
of this act. Provided; that the pro- 
visions of thia act shall not apply to tho 
employment of sailors, deackhanda or 
other employee of vessels, or rmilroad 
train hands, euch ai conductori, engin- 
eers, brakemen, firemen or baggago 
maatera, whoae dutiea require thum to 
pasa over the frontier to rwnh the term- 
inus of tbe road, or to boatmen or 
ttuidea on tbe lakes and rivers of the 
northern border of the United States, 
A violation of these section! ii made a 
misdemeanor, punishable by fins up to 
4500 or imprisonment up to one yiar, or 
botb. 
A special provision exempts from the 


operation of the law parsons arriving 
from Cuba during tbe continuance of 
the present disorder there. The law ia 
to take effect July 1st next.

If this sort of thing decs not1 injuri- 


ously affect tho moral nature of children, 
then hue young human nature chafed 
mightily within the last twenty-five 
years. 
But human nature has not 


changed, and thia flosd^of lurid litera- 
ture can but be pernicious. 
As to 


whether anything can be done about it, 
that is another matter; but, at any rate, 
tho facts presented by President Gerry 
deserve thoughtful consideration.

The war among the fire insurance com- 


panies, which has been waged with snch 
bitterneea for the past two years, is now 
at an end aa far as Freano county ia con- 
corned. This in the reault of the asso- 
ciation of the agenta in the county, 
whose organization was reported in the 
REPUBLICAN a few weeka ago. The 
agents were gncceaaful in accomplishing 
their purposes, and a uniform ache-Jute 
of rates is now in force in the county. . 


Besides thia tha agents have secured 


irom their companies tho eselusivariKht 
to the business of this county. Formerly 
ahonfe one-third of tho insurance in the 
county, especially on large hnildingfl 
whose ownera residu in San Francisco or 
have considerable business there, was 
placed with brokers in that city. Thia 
waa of course R ecricnB loaa to the local 
agenta, and one of the first steps they 
tooi upon the completion of their organ- 
ization was to exert thoir influence and 
induce the companies to iaaue an order 
that Freano county insurance could not 
bo handled by others than resident 
agents. Many large commissions which 
Jorrnerly went to San Francisco will now 
he received by the Freano agents and 
the money remain here.

Young, who has been in Fresno at work 
for some time, held a conference at the 
Hughes hotel with tne arbitration board 
appointed to settle tbe differences be- 
tween the company and Frank H. Hall, 
in the matter of a right of way through 
tbe latter's vineyard just south of town. 
The members of this board aro Alex 
Gordon, selected by Mr. Hall; Super- 
visor A. E. Smith, appointed by the rail- 
road comoany, and J. M.Cory, whom 
these two chose. The arbitrators will 
meet today to begin their deliberations, 
arid must render a decision by the 19th 
instant.

Brothers, who have the contract be- 
tween Fresno and Hnnlorrt. In the 
morning a camp of about fifty men waa 
established at the new winery two and a 
tialf miles south of the city on the 
Southern Pacific line. By noon the 
scraping outfits had been gotten, to- 
gether, and after dinner the work o; 
grading commenced. 


From East avenue tho new road runs 


along side the Southern Pacific for about 
three milee. Tbe scrapers begun oper-

winery, and will probably have the- cat 
finished loday. A force of men with 
shovels and axes began .clearing the 
right of way towards this city of weeda 
aud vinea. They will he followed by 
the ecrapers. The road bed will be con- 
structed towards this city first, to the 
point jnst thia sido of Ball's vineyard 
to which the track has already been 
laid; then the grading will proceed south 
of tbe camp. 


The work of clearing tbo right of way 


from Ball's place to the camp will cos 
as much as tbe grading, for almost tbe 
entire distance the land is planted to 
vinea and these will have to bo grubboc 
out. Throujjb the colonies alio cpnaid 
erable additional work will be entailet 
on this account.

I have cone as 
far as I could to the matter, bnt my au- 
thoritv stops with the arrest of the 
offenders and the securing of evidence 
against them. I cannot usurp the pow- 
ers of a judge or jury. I might also say 
in thi" connection that there is abso- 
lutely nothing in the city ordinance di- 
recting Tne or the officers under me to 
engage in anti-Chinese lottery raids. 
These people violate a state law and 
their arrest and prosecution are among 
the duties ot the township and county 
officers. However, I helieveevery peace 
officer owes it to the community to anp- 
oiess all sorts of lawlessness and I have 
never stood back merely because the 
law did not expressly authorize mo to 
perform this or that duty. 
"In regard to the attemptof a reporter 


of the Expositor to have a man arrested 
because he had a lottery ticket in his 
possession, I would point out that this 
part of the law has never had any 
effect. The supreme court long ago do-
